of State William P. Rogers tes­ 
tified before the committee. 
And 
Sen.

Cooper, R-Ky., an opponent of 
Democratic Leader Mike Mans­ 
field’s troop-cut proposal sched­ 
uled for a Wednesday vote, told 
Rogers: 
* ‘The 
ad m inistration 
has to realize that we have to 
make some judgments of our 
own.”

White 
House 
is 
con­ 
ducting 
one 
of 
the 
most 
strenuous 
lobbying 
efforts 
of 
the Nixon administration in its 
bid 
to defeat the 
Mansfield 
amendment. 
The outcome is 
considered 
close—with a large block of un­ 
decided 
senators 
apparently 
holding the balance. 
Case, who favors the thrust 
but possibly not the specifics of 
Mansfield’s amendment, loosed 
his attack on comments made a 
day earlier by White House 
press secretary Ronald L. Zieg­ 
ler, 
who said the 
President 
would not settle for a com­ 
promise in the fight. 
“This is intolerable,” the usu­ 
ally mild-mannered Case said. 
“ I think it was also most un­ 
diplomatic of Mr. Ziegler” un­ 
less it was part of a plan under 
which “it was intended that 
Congress be humiliated.” 
Pell, 
an 
advocate of com­ 
promise, attacked former Sec­ 
retary of State Dean Acheson’a 
comment that it was asinine to 
cut U.S. troop strength without 
a reciprocal Soviet cut. 
Acheson wras one of a group 
of former U.S. diplomats and 
generals who met with Presi­ 
dent Nixon Thursday to map 
strategy against the Mansfield 
amendment. 
Acheson’s use of “ asinine,” 
Pell 
told 
Rogers, 
“ turns 
us 
off—those of us who are skep­ 
tical.” 
Rogers called the Mansfield 
amendment “ a mistake of his­ 
toric proportions” and said the 
United 
States 
could 
kiss 
goodbye any hopes of a mutual 
U.S.-Soviet troop cut if the pro­ 
posal is adopted. 
Rogers 
rejected 
Fulbright’s 
assertion that two events, ex­ 
pected admission of Britain into 
the Common Market and a So­ 
viet call for mutual troop cuts, 
resulted from Mansfield’s in­ 
troduction 
of 
the 
troop-cut 
amendment.

Loughlin said Friday he has 
tentatively advised all his em­ 
ployes to begin contributing 2 
per cent of their salaries to the 
Democratic party. 
The move would enlarge the 
2 per cent club in the school su­ 
perintendent’s office to include 
both patronage and professional 
employes, a total of nearly 300. 
Form er School Supt. Richard 
D. Wells, a Republican, did not 
levy political dues on profes­ 
sional employes, said a reliable 
source who has worked for both 
Wells and Loughlin. 
Loughlin said he has reached 
no final decision on reviving the 
collection, 
but 
other 
sources 
said the superintendent’s em ­ 
ployes have been “mandated” 
to pay beginning on or after 
the next payday which is Mon­ 
day, or risk being fired. 
“ It’s 
a 
little 
prem ature,” 
Loughlin said of the reports. 
“We’re advising them that it is 
very possible.” 
A decision may be reached 
next week when Loughlin meets 
with other Democratic elected 
state officials and State Demo­ 
cratic Chairman Gordon St. An­ 
gelo. 
The 
group’s 
regular 
monthly luncheon is scheduled 
Monday. 
The final decision could be 
delayed until Thursday when 
the Democratic State Commit­ 
tee is slated to meet. 
A source in Loughlin’s office 
said many of those who consid­ 
er themselves professional em ­ 
ployes, generally middle m an­ 
agement supervisory personnel, 
haven’t decided whether to pay. 
About half the staff falls in 
that category. The others are 
patronage 
workers, 
including 
from 30 to 50 Republicans held 
over from Wells’ term. 
Asked whether he would fire 
those who refuse to pay, Lough­ 
lin replied, “ I don’t know1. I 
would do what the others are 
doing.” He referred to the other 
Democratic state officials 
— 
Secretary of State Larry A. 
Conrad, Auditor Mary S. Aikins 


and Treasurer Jack L. New — 
who already are collecting 2 per 
cent from their employes. 
St. Angelo has said the Dem­ 
ocratic State Committee reaps 
less than $500' a month from 
those offices. Loughlin said he 
has no estimate how- much the 
collection .in his office might 
yield. 
Gov. Edgar D. Whitcomb, a 
Republican, abolished the 2 per 
cent club for some 5,000 em ­ 
ployes under his control April 
30, shutting off an estimated 
$40,000 a month that had flowed 
to the Republican State Com­ 
mittee. 
Loughlin 
acknowledged 
that 
he had advised his staff that all 
would be subject to the political 
assessment. 
“.If one did, all would do it. 
I myself will contribute,” he 
said. 
Yet he admitted be has not 
studied whether the 2 per cent 
assessment would violate the 
federal Hatch Act in the case of 
some of his employes whose 
salaries are partially paid from 
federal funds. The act prohib­ 
its such employes from partici­ 
pating in many political activ­ 
ities, although they are free to 
voluntarily contribute to a po­ 
litical party. 
“We’re not going to violate 
any laws. If we have people 
covered under the Hatch Act, 
quite obviously they would have 
to be exempted,” he said, add­ 
ing he would investigate the 
question further. 
Mrs. Aikins said all but one 
of her employes, even some 
Republicans, are contributing to 
the Democratic party. The ex­ 
ception is a Republican deputy 
she hasn’t asked to pay. State 
law requires two deputy audi­ 
tors, one from each party. 
Asked whether she would fire 
any who refused, she said, “ I 
don’t know whether I would 
fire them, but I would want to 
know why.” 
An assistant to Conrad, Stuart 
Granel, said the secretary of 
state’s office participates 100 
per cent. He said Conrad prob­ 
ably wouldn’t fire any who re­ 
fused.

School Property Tax Ceiling 


INDIANAPOLIS (A P) — A 
court may be asked to deter­ 
mine whether Indiana’s $4.95 
per 
$100 
assessed 
valuation 
property tax ceiling on school 
operating costs is equitable. 
Dr. Paul Mendenhall, Indiana 
State Teachers Association as­ 
sistant executive director, said 
Friday that the National Edu­ 
cation Association would con­ 
duct a study of school systems 
and the equity of the ceiling. 
The NBA findings, probably 
to be announced in July, could 
lead to a law suit against the 
state, Mendenhall said. 
Mendenhall said the NEA in­ 
vestigating team would arrive 
within three weeks to begin ex­ 
amining selected school corpo­ 
rations 
considered 
especially 
hard pressed for money. 
A single school corporation 
probably would be chosen to 
file the suit if the NEA study 
proved it advisable, he said. 
Law provides that the $4.95 
Limit must be adjusted to re­ 
flect differences in assessment 


methods from school corpora­ 
tion to school corporation. 
Presently a school corpora­ 
tion where assessments are at 
the statewide average rate — 
about 31 per cent of the true 
cash value — will have a $4.95 
limit. Those with property as­ 
sessed at more than the aver­ 
age would have a limit of less 
than $4.95 and where property 
is assessed at less 31 per cent 
would have a greater rate. 
Mendenhall said he questions 
whether that system guarantees 
equitable financing of schools 
throughout the state.

U.S. To Renew 
Nuclear Tests 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (AP) — 
After the longest halt in almost 
10 years, the Atomic Energy 
Commission says it is ready to 
resume 
underground 
nuclear 
testing with new ground rules 
to prevent radiation leaks. 
The A EC said Friday it will 
detonate a nuclear device in 
early June at the Nevada Test 
Site 65 miles northwest of here. 
The device, designed to free 
natural gas trapped in rock for­ 
mations, is part of the Plow­ 
share 
program 
to 
develop 
peaceful uses for nuclear ex­ 
plosives, the A EC said. 
The shot will be the first U.S. 
nuclear test in almost half a 
year, the longest halt in testing 
since 
the 
three-year 
Eisen­ 
hower moratorium by a testing 
ended in 1962.

Licenscing is important to 
the center because the local 
Welfare Department can use 
the center while a mother is 
working on the job training pro­ 
gram, and this accounts for an­ 
other family going off welfare. 
The purpose of the center is to

The group is guided by a 
board of directors composed of 
ministers,

personnel, 
mothers, 
welfare

workers, retired business men 
and day care personnel, all in­ 
terested in the youth of the com­ 
munity. This group meets the 
second Tuesday of each month. 
The

of

board 
urges the people of the com­ 
munity to visit the center and 
see it in operation. 
The center needs volunteer 
help on Mondays and Fridays of 
each week, from 3:30 to 6 p.m. 
A group from St. Paul United 
Methodist Church helps each 
Tuesday and the Future Home­ 
makers of America from the

WASHINGTON (AP) — Soph­ 
ia Reinha rd is not yet 2 years 
old but she attends school 10 
hours a day, five days a week. 
In two months she’s learned 
to use a fork, to paint at an 
easel, to put away her coat 
without being told, and to visit 
the bathroom alone.

and

class­ 
mates, ages 18 months to 3 
years, form the initial student 
body of an experimental day 
care center funded by the Na­ 
tional Education Association. 
The center is situated in the 
National City Christian Church 
in mid town Washington.

A promise to a grandmother finally 
came true when we returned to Scotland. 
In our living room we have the sampler 
which she embroidered at the Latin 
Academy in Closeburn. On the sampler 
she embroidered her ABC’s, her numbers, 
the initials of her brothers and sisters, 
her name Jane P. Scott, 1846, Closeburn. 
There were mottoes embroidered on it: 
“Cease to do evil, learn to do well,” and 
“In all thy ways acknowledge God and 
He will direct thy path.” 
My childhood was filled with stories 
about Dumfries, Thornhill, Closeburn, 
the rolling hills, the doons, heather, the 
moors, the kirk, and Robert Burns. In­ 
stead of fairy stories, she read his poems 
in the rich rolling brogue of the Scots. 
The land to me became a land of gaeity 
and close family ties, and friendships. 
When the family moved to America in 
1860, Jane left behind a favorite brother, 
John Scott, and a sister, Jessie. Uncle 
James moved to Iowa, Uncle Sandy stay­ 
ed in Canada, and Uncle Samuel moved 
to Little Rock, Arkansas. Grandmother 
married in Iowa and only returned to 
Scotland once. 
Five years ago my brother and sister- 
in-law visited the Latin Academy. The 
head master granted them the privilege 
of scanning the books of enrollment. He 
was as delighted as they when they found 
her name, Jane Proudfoot Scott, enrolled 
in the 1840s. He took them to the house 
where she lived when she attended 
school. 
The editor of the Dumfries Standard, 
Mr. T. C. B. Phin located the descendants 
of John and Jessie Scott. 
In Scotland this past week we had 
Sunday tea with grandson John Scott 
and wife and family in Dumfries, lunch 
with James and Mary Gray and sons in 
Barrhill, and visited the office of this 
very scholarly and helpful editor in Dum­ 
fries. It was a happy reunion. 
Closeburn is probably much the same 
size today as in 1970. The houses of stone 
are now painted white. The fields are 
hemmed in with stone fences, arched 
bridges cross railroads and small rivers 
(doons). There is a Dramlanrig Castle on 
the River Nith, still lived in. This is a 
district rich in historical and archaeo­ 
logical lore. 
The Academy is still in operation 
though now is having financial prob­ 
lems. The original building is of unpaint­ 
ed stone with two entrances, one for boys 
and one for girls. The large school yard 
and playground is surrounded by a high 
moss covered, stone fence. One of the 
trees on the playground has a diameter 
of three feet. There is a greenhouse, a 
new vocational building, dormitories, a 
kirk adjacent to the school and small 
cemetery. 
We found Nevin and Scott markers in 
an old cemetery “where no one’s buried 
anymore.” The rhododendron was in 
bloom, the fruit trees starting to blos­ 
som along the River Nith. There were 
scores of sheep and Galloway cattle graz- 
po 
ing 
peacefully 
and 
yellow 
daffodils 
oil 
everywhere. 
We visited Bammuir, now the game 
keeper’s home where the great-great* 
grandfather Nevin lived. We visited the 
adjacent Pothous, the farm where my 
great-grandparents lived when grand­ 
mother attended the Academy. We learn­ 
ed that this area was the origin of the 
Belted Galloway cattle and that the 
Duke of Buccheuch established the first 
society of Agriculture in Thornhill in 
1830 and was a successful breeder and 
exhibitor of both cattle and sheep. 
Much more will be written about Gal­ 
loway, a part of Scotland that was the 
home of many famous writers, Robert 
Bums and Thomas Carlyle, and often 
visited by Sir Walter Scott and R. L. 
Stevenson.

turned over to them Thursday. 
“ We had lunch and

find out right away that we felt 
about the sam e,’’ said Fred­ 
erick 
Hills, 
an 
editor. 
“The 
miracle was that 12 people of 
such 
extraordinary 
diverse 
backgrounds 
all 
felt 
pretty 
much the same way.” 
It took the foreman, Jam es 
Fox, a black musician, 10 min­ 
utes to read the verdict on each 
of 12 counts for each of the 13 
defendants. Spectators cheered, 
applauded and sobbed as he 
read the last of the 156 ver­ 
dicts, all “not guilty.’’

The British have a better way 
of doing some things, but they 
are not hampered by a Con­ 
stitution. 
British justice is swift and 
sure. They have an effective 
time and money limit on politi­ 
cal campaigning. Our system 
could 
stand 
improvement 
'in 
both areas. 
An 
Indianapolis 
man 
was 
ordered 
to 
start serving 
his 
term on a conviction of first- 
degree 
burglary, 
almost five 
years after he was first charg­ 
ed. It was the second sim ilar 
case with long delays in as 
many months. 
In 
England, 
the 
average 
elapsed 
time from 
arrest to 
trial is eight weeks. A jury can 
be seated in a maximum time 
of 20 minutes, and few trials 
last more than two days. Ap­ 
peals may use up another two 
months. 
Magistrates 
with 
no 
formal legal training sit in pan­ 
els of three and hear 97 per­ 
cent of all criminal prosecutions. 
They have the power to impose 
fines up to $1,000 and jail senten­ 
ces of up to six months. Crime 
in the 
nation is 
increasing 
at about half of the rate as in 
the United States. Bail for a 
criminal offense is unknown, and 
the defendant remains in jail 
until trial. 
The President recently told a 
national 
judiciary conference: 
‘'Justice dictates not only that 
the innocent man go free but 
that the guilty be punished for 
his crimes. 
“A system of criminal justice 
that can guarantee neither a 
speedy trial nor a safe com­ 
munity cannot excuse its failure 
by pointing to an elaborate sys­ 
tem of safeguards for the ac­ 
cused,’’ Nixon continued. 
One of our outstanding legal 
minds was Justice Gardozo. He 
summed up the goal we should 
seek 
in 
our 
courts. 
Cardozo 
said: “ Justice, though due to 
the accused, is due to the ac­ 
cuser also. The concept of fair­ 
ness m ust not be strained 'till 
it is narrowed to a filam ent.” 
The last General Assembly 
struggled with the problem of a 
limit on campaign expenditures. 
Congress 
is 
considering 
the 
same problem. It appears to be 
intolvable under our system of 
government. Again, the British 
have the answer. 
The British election is limited 
to a three week period with the 
new government functioning one 
week later. Campaign expenses 
are rigidly controlled based on 
the number of registered voters 
in the area. Fine or removal 
from office is the penalty for 
violations. 
President Nixon vetoed 
the 
first attem pt by Congress to im­ 
pose spending limits on radio 
and 
television 
campaigning, 
claiming “ this bill plugs only 
one hole in a sieve.” Compre­ 
hensive measures are being con­ 
sidered. It is doubtful any can

stand the test of constitutional­ 
ity. Any restriction on cam­ 
paigning, restricts free speech 
and, when campaigning, I am 
entitled to speak for myself or 
any candidate. 
Restrictions on a candidate 
do not control organizations pro­ 
moting an individual. An effect- 
tive limit to both time and ex­ 
penses stands in the way of a di­ 
rect primary in Indiana. Neither 
can be effective unless both are 
controlled. 
The problem is real. Repre­ 
sentative Ray J. Madden (D- 
Ind), is thje dean of the Hoosier 
Congressional delegation, enter­ 
ing Congress in 1943. He has 
threatened not to seek reelection 
unless Congress enacts a law 
limiting campaign spending. 
Madden said: 
“ Unless Con­ 
gress acts and passes a fool­ 
proof bill limiting expenditures 
for Federal office, the very cit­ 
adels to our representative form 
of government will be weaken­ 
ed and eventually collapse. Un­ 
less 
something 
is 
done, 
a 
citizen will have to be inde­ 
pendently wealthy-a multimill­ 
ionaire- or have the support of 
special privileged interests to 
combat the high cost of cam­ 
paigning for public office.” 
I am for limitations in both, 
time and money on campaigns. 
However, it must be done witn- 
in our constitution. There ap­ 
pear to be more ways around 
such 
control 
than there 
are 
ways to limit. 
Not all dealings with the state 
are 
“fair.” 
The 
State 
Fair 
Board 
has 
been 
purchasing 
houses 
north of the existing 
limits 
of the fairgrounds 
as 
they become available. Plans 
are to demolish the houses for 
additional parking. They are be­ 
ing rented until the project is 
ready and are not being pro­ 
perly maintained. 
Meanwhile, they have run out 
of funds and probably will not 
resume buying until after the 
1971 fair. No one else will pur­ 
chase in the area due to the 
plans and the state will not buy 
now. It leaves owners stuck un­ 
til the state moves.

Q—I plan on finishing an at­ 
tic with gypsum wallboard, the 
kind with the plain edges. I un­ 
derstand there is a particular 
way to fill the joints between 
the sheets of wallboard so that 
there is a single continuous sur­ 
face. Can you tell me how this is 
done? 
A.—First, it is better to apply 
the long dimensions of the gyp­ 
sum boards at right angles to 
the studs, since this usually re­ 
duces the amount of joints to be 
concealed. Nails should be 
spaced up to seven inches apart 
and never less than 4tth of an 
inch from the edges or ends of 
the boards. 
Use a crown-faced hammer so 
that the last blow against the 
nailhead produces a slight dim­ 
ple in the board. As each nail is 
driven in, the area of the board 
immediately surrounding the 
nail should be held tightly 
against the framing. 
In filling the joints, use a put­ 
ty knife about five inches wide, 
along with a special perforated 
tape and adhesive purchased 
from the dealer who sells you 
the 
gypsum 
board. 
Using 
moderate pressure, spread the 
adhesive into the channel. Lay 
the tape into the adhesive, cen­ 
tering it over the joint. Cover 
the tape with a thin layer of 
adhesive. When that coat has 
dried,/sand it lightly, then apply 
another thin coat. Repeat the 
sanding after the second coat, 
then apply still another layer of 
adhesive. This third and final 
coat, when dry, should be sand­ 
ed with a very fine grade of 
sandpaper. Apply adhesive into 
the dimples around the nail- 
heads and, when dry, sand to 
make everything level. 
Q.—You recently recommend­ 


ed a commercial wood bleach to 
a reader. While I have no quar­ 
rel with that advice—and no 
question, either—I thought your 
readers might be interested in a 
home-made bleach I have been 
using successfully for years. 
Three separate solutions are 
made. An ounce of borax in one 
quart of water; three ounces of 
sodium hyposulphate in one 
quart of water; and three 
ounces of oxalic acid crystals in 
one quart of water. Apply the 
oxalic acid solution with a stiff 
brush. When this is partly dry, 
apply the hypo solution for the 
actual bleaching. When this is 
completely dry, wipe with tha 
borax solution to get out any 
acid still remaining in the wood. 
Wait a day before applying any 
finish to the wood. 
A.—This is the same bleach­ 
ing system I have mentioned in 
the past. Thanks for recalling it 
to mind. However. I still feel 
that a do-it-yourselfer has less 
chance of making a mistake if 
he uses a ready-made bleach in 
which the ingredients are scien­ 
tifically measured. But no mat­ 
ter what kind of bleach is used, 
it has powerful chemicals in it. 
That means working carefully, 
using rubber gloves and per­ 
forming the task in an area 
where there is plenty of ventila­ 
tion. 
Bleaching and other wood fin­ 
ishing techniques are explained 
in Andy Lang's helpful booklet, 
“Wood Finishing in the Home,’’ 
available by sending 25 cents
